The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at 9:15 a. m., in room 313, 
Senate Office Building, Senator Herman Welker presiding. 

Present: Senator Welker. 

Present also: Richard Arens, special counsel; Frank W. Schroeder 
and Edward Duffy, professional staff members. 

Senator Werixer. The meeting will come to order. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, the witness today is Mrs. Mary Mark- 
ward. 

This session is a continuation of the work of the task force of the 
Internal Security Subcommittee under the chairmanship of the 
Senator from Idaho, Mr. Welker, which is engaged in developing 
information on Communist propaganda activities. 

Mrs. Markward, would you kindly stand and be sworn? 

Senator Weiker. Mrs. Markward, do you solemnly swear the 
testimony you will give before this committee will be the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I do. 


TESTIMONY OF MARY STALCUP MARKWARD, SILVER SPRING, MD. 


Senator Wetxer. Mrs. Markward, will you give us your full name, 
your marital status, your residence, and your occupation 

Mrs. Markwarp. Mary Stale ‘up M: arkward. Iam married. I live 
at 1502 Sandford Road, Silver Spring, Md. My occupation is hair- 
dres ser. 

Senator WeLxer. Have you, prior to this time, been engaged as an 
undercover agent for the Federal Bureau of Investigation ? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I have. 

Senator Werker. And you have appeared before this committee and 
other congressional committees, yes, and in courts of law testifying 
igainst those who would overthrow this country by force and violence ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. I have. 

Senator Wevxker. I would like to turn the interrogation over to my 
counsel, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Markward, for the purpose of this record, will you 
give us just a very brief, thumbnail sketch of your service in behalf 
of your Government as an undercover agent in the Communist Party ? 
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Mrs. Markwarp. I was a member of the Communist Party and the 
Communist Political Association from May of 1943. I was active 
through October 1949. I paid my dues through January of 1950. 


During that time I was a member, first of the northeast branch of 
the club, in which I was subsequently elected press director and 
chairman, When the Communist Political Association was formed, 
1 was elected treasurer and membership director of the city of Wash- 
ington and of the city board. When the Communist Party was re- 
formed in 1945 I was elected to the district committee, and again the 
treasurer of the city of Washington. In 1948 I was elected to the 
district committee. I was reelected to the city committee of the city 
Washington and was treasurer of the city of Washington. 


I held these positions until I discontinued my activity at the end 
of October 1949, I was also a member of the district board from 
anuary of 1946 until August of 1948, 

Anrrens. At any time were you ideologically identified with the 

Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I was not personally. 

Mr. Arens. That is what I mean. Your service in the Communist 
Party was solely and exclusively at the behest of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens, And during the time that you were an undercover agent 
in the Communist Party for the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
you were constantly in contact with the intelligence agencies of this 
Government for the purpose of informing the intelligence agencies 
of the activities of the Communist Party in this area; is that correct? 

Mrs. Markwarp. That is correct. 

Mr. Arrens. Now, Mrs. Markward, during the course of the time 
that you were active in the Communist Party, did you have an oppor- 
tunity to gain knowledge respecting the political activities and 
objectives of the Communist P: irty ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. I did. 

Mr. Arens. What, in general, is the target of the Communist Party 
in the United States, its politi | objective ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, its objective is the overthrow of the existing 
Government and all of its various institutions, and the establishment 
of a dictatorship run and controlled by the Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. Now could you tell us in résumé form the techniques 
which the Communist Party used during your period of service in 
the party to attain those objectives ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. The one that they are the most open about is that 
they did, on occasion, in some localities, run Communists for local 
and national offices, such as—well, even for president and vice presi- 
dent. This amounted, at the best, to sort of a token running on the 
national scale. They did elect in a few communities. For instance, 
I recall Ben Davis served on the city council in New York. That, as 
I say, is the most open. They use that to cover up, the fact that they 
did occasionally run these people, as a thing to say, “We are just 

another politic ‘al party like the. Democratic and Re ‘publican Party, so 
why are you all persecuting us ¢” 

That was their cover up line. In addition to that, though, they did 

e pressure on minority groups of people. Whenever any issue arose 
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which in any way could be construed that a person or member of a 
minority group or a group as such was not being completely given 
every vestige of fairness, even if they were, they would turn it around 
so that they could make an issue out of it. They would put out leaflets 
and radio broadcasts and picket lines, and every form of mass-hysteria- 
producing apparatus, and they are experts at that. They would use 
all of these efforts to stir up the emotions of the people to think that 
the Communist Party is the one that is in there fighting for the 
minorities, and that the Democrat and Republican Parties are just 
tools of Wall Street, and “they will take our money away from us.” 

Mr. Arens. Do you have information respecting Communist pene- 
tration of industry ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I know that in each of the districts of Communist 
Party, while the national policy was to concentrate their interest in 
basic industry, each district and section shows a concentration indus- 
try and the secondary concentration industries. In Baltimore, it was 
steel with the secondary being the maritime industry, the idea finally 
being that if they could control the workers, — day they took over 
the control of the Government it would better facilitate the working 
apparatus in controlling the country. 

Mr. Arens. Did they also have, as part of their objective under- 
taking to control the industrial establishments, the possibility of 
espionage and sabotage ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I do not have direct knowledge of that. I didn’t 
work in the basic industry and I did not receive the orders they gave 
to the persons who actually would have been in a position to carry 
it out. 

Mr. Arens. That was an area of activity in which you were not 
personally engaged ? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Will you kindly teli us the political vehicles which the 
Communist Party used during your period of service in order to at- 
tain its objectives ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. They, to a much greater extent than the fact that 
they did occasionally run a candidate of their own, entered into each 
political campaign at all levels—national, local, statewide. 

Mr. Arens. What were their tec hniques in entering ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. They criticized in every way they could, every 
action they could, anybody who had ever voted against, for instance, 
I will say the Mundt-Nixon bill, any bill which would control Commu- 
nists. ‘They immediately jumped on the bandw: _ stating that this 
person was a terrible person. They dug every bit of dirt and they 
created dirt, if they could, agains t that person, to blacken the character 
of anybody who had ever made any vote in anyplace or made any 
statement which was against the Communists or any leftwing activity. 

Mr. Arens. What was their activity with reference to congressional 
committees investigating Communist activity ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. They stated that, of course, they were all Fascist 
dominated, which is the dirtiest. word they know how to use, that they 
are unfair to their witnesses, that they are not intended to control 
anything but thought control of individual people, that they have no 
place in a democracy, and that the Communists, individual Commu- 
nists, should teach their friends to have nothing but contempt for 
these investigating committees. 
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Mr. Arens. Did the propagandists for the party, the people who 
were engaged in fields of public information, cooperate in undertaking 
to discredit congressional committees ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. From my observation, they have. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have information respecting the period of time 
in which the Progressive Party was in full bloom 4 

Mrs. Margxwarp. I do. 

Mr. Arens. Could you just tell us in your own words what informa- 
tion you have, on the basis of your background and experience, re- 
specting the Progressive Party? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I was not personally too active in the Communist 
Party. The information I have comes from the discussions of the 
LP rogressive Party—— 

Mr. Arens. You mean the Progressive Party. 

Mrs. Markwarp. I am sorry, the Progressive Party. The informa- 
tion I have comes from the discussions and the official meetings of the 
Communist Party in regard to the Communist activity in the Progres- 
sive Party. I know that at the time of the formation of the Progres- 
sive Party, or first the movements of Wallace for President, I believe, 
developing first before they formed the Progressive Party as the 
named organization itself, the Communist Party hailed these. They 
assigned members to be active in these movements, and within the 
Communist Party before the Progressive Party they stated the need 
for this new third party to be formed. 

Mr. Arens. What was the objective of a third party? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, that they would have a forum in which to 
discuss the fact that the Democratic Party and the Republican Party 
were tools of Wall Street and were not working in the interest of the 
American people, that the third party would have the interest of labor 
and the minority groups, and for any one except the very extremely 
rich people, this third party would draw all of these people together, 
and make a cohesive force which could be used to the interests, as far 
as the Communists is concerned, in furthering their goal. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know people who, to your certain knowledge, 
were Communists who were active either in forming the Progressive 
Party in this area or in carrying forward the work of the Progessive 
Party in this area? By this area, I mean the Washington area, the 
Washington, D. C., area. 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I do. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly, in your own way, just give us the 
names, identification of such people, as you can recall them, who were 
known by you to be Communists and who were active in the work of 
the Progressive Party in the Washington, D, C., area? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Lillian Benjamin is one. She is the wife of Herb 
Benjamin, who at one time was a section organizer and who has been 
an important Communist on the national level. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell us what activity Mrs. Benjamin 
took, who she was? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I don’t recall. I know she was dues-paying 
Communist. I know she was in constant personal contact with the 
district leadership of the Communist Party rather than just main- 
taining her contact alone through the club itself. She, as I say, had 
been a Communist for many, many years. She was not a naive indi- 
vidual person, but she was one who was well grounded in all of the 
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theory. In the Progressive Party I know she was a member of—I 
don’t recall the exact name of the top committee. It was the executive 
board, executive committee or something like that. 

Mr. Arens. It was the governing board ¢ 

Mrs. Marxwarpb. She did serve on the governing board. Helen 
Shonick—— 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify her, please. 

Mrs. Markwarp, She was a member of the health club of the 
Communist Party. She was the chairman of the health club for a 
while. She had been a Government employee. 

Mr. Arens. Where did she work in the Government ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I don’t know exactly. Then she came into the 
open party. I know at one time she did go for a short period to work 
for UNRRA. Then she went to work in the office of Local 208, 
A. F. of L. Restaurant Workers—I think they were bartenders and 
cooks, I think that is the title of the union—for whom William 
Johnson was the business agent. 

Mr. Arens. Do you happen to know where she is now, Mrs. 
Markward? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I know her husband was called before a coneres- 
sional committee recently, and his address was still 1938 Girard 
Street NW., as the records showed, in Washington, which is where 
they lived when I knew them. I assume they are still living together. 

Dr. Irving Winik was a very active Communist force assigned 
to the Progressive Party work. William Johnson was active in the 
Progressive Party. Gertrude Evans. 

Mr. Arens. And William Johnson was known by you to be a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. Yes. All of these people were known to me to 
be leading Communist Party members, not merely rank-and-file 
members. 

Nonnie Loutman, she was working as a secretary in an advertising 
firm and then she took a job with the C1O ladies’ auxiliary running 
a nursery school, and she was teaching there. 

Mr. Arens. Was she known by you to be a Communist ? 

Mrs. Markwarp, She was known by me to be a Communist, very 
active in the youth group, and she became the leader of the Young 
Progressives. 

Mr. Arens. In the Washington, D. C., area? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Yes, 

Mr. Arens. Was there a Young Progressives Club or unit of the 
Progressive Party in the Washington, D. C., area? 

Mrs. Markwarp. That is right; there was. 

Mr, Arens. Was it likewise controlled by the Communists? 

Mrs. Markwarp. It was. 

Mr. Arens. Anyone else? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Her brother, Bob Loutman, was very active in 
what started out to be the Vets for Wallace organization. 

Mr. Arens. Was Bob Loutman known to you to be a Communist? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. He was. Ile was a leading Communist. He be- 
came the chairman of the Virginia Club of the Communist Party, 

Mr. Arens. Do you know where he is now ? 

Mrs. Margwarp. He also was in Washington a few months ago. 
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Mr. Arens. Do you happen to know where he worked or where he 
lived ? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I don’t know. Perhaps you could get it from 
the record of the House Un-American Activities Committee. The 
hearings were, I think, sometime in July or August. As I say, he 
started this Vets for Wallace organization or was one of the founders 

d organizers of the Vets for Wallace organization which later 
amalgamated with the Youth for Wallace. I mean, instead of hav- 
ing 5 or 4 for Wallace organizations they made one composed of the 
young people and one of the older people. 

A Communist by the name of Babs Faldman was also active. She 
was a Communist Party member. I did not know her so well. I do 
not know too much about the extent of her activity in the Communist 
Party, but I know she was known and respected by the leadership in 
the eileen collar group. She was active in the Progressive Party. 

Mr. Arens. Is there anyone else ? 

Mrs. Markxwarp. I think there are a great many others who were 
active. It came to the point where almost all of the active Commu- 
nists were active in the Progressive Party, but these people, to the 
best of my recollection, were the key Communist leadership. 

Mr. Arens. On the basis of your background and your special ex- 
perience in the Communist Party in observing the operations of the 
Progressive Party, do you assert that the Progressive Party in the 
Washington, D. C., area, where you have particular knowledge, was 
controlled, lock, stock, and barrel by the Communists? 

Mrs. Markwarp. It was, but I would like to elaborate on that. 

Mr. Arens. Certainly. 

Mrs. Marxwarp. For the Communist Party, of course, the use- 
fulness of the Progressive Party to it would be if the Progressive 
Party included persons who were not Communists, because they could 
control the Communists, and their idea was to get more people whom 
they could control. ‘They were very careful to see that any time elec- 
tions were held in the Progressive Party, that in general the leader 
would be a leading non-Communist person who would work with — 
under their leadership, and that perhaps a great many or at leas 
several other people in leading positions would be not C bi rg 
but at all times there were people on whom, when the chips were down, 
the ee would be made in favor of the decisions made in the Com- 
munist Party, that the decision would be made that the Progressive 
Party should do this, and would do that. 

Mr. Arens. On the | Asis of your background and experience, could 
you tell us what the re lationship was between the candidates of the 
Progressive P arty and the Communist Party, which was behind the 
Progressive Party ! 

Mrs. Markwarp. Of course in Washington, since we have no vote, 
there were no local candidates nominated or elected. It was mainly 
propaganda as far as the city itself was concerned in raising funds. 
InB altimore, attending the district committee and the district board 
meetings, and I might say that the Communist Party set up what they 
calleda politic al action committee or commission, on both levels, where 
the Communist Party policy to carry out in the Progressive Party 
was laid down they tried to keep this a little bit undercover, so they 
didn’t even discuss all of the details in the full district committee.

But the political actions groups would formulate the plans and policies 
with the leadership, the functionaries, and the district board would 
decide whether they were going right or wrong. 

Mr. Arens. Did the national candidates for the Progressive Party 
ever appear in the Washington-Baltimore area ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I am sure that Henry Wallace did have at least 
one speech in Baltimore. 

I didn’t finish my first thought. I just injected the political action 
committee because I thought it was important. 

In Baltimore, this political action committee was the one which de- 
cided, in the Communist Party itself, by saying who the candidates 
would be for the various offices in Maryland. They wanted to be sure 
they weren't all Communists. They wanted to be sure they were all 
people around whom votes could be rallied and who could be more or 
less controlled if they should be elected at any point. 

Mr. Arens. That is the technique they use on all their fronts, is it 
not ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp, That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. The Communists control the organization and they try 
to woo into the organization non-Communists who will be influenced 
by the leadership, is that correct? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. That is correct. They sort of build a cushion 
around the candidate so that he can’t say anything or do anything 
which would be out of line with the Communist Party policy. 

Mr. Arens. Did the Communist Party build a cushion around the 
candidates of the Progressive Party so that they themselves would 
move in the direction that the Communist Party willed ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. They did. 

Mr. Arens. Did the Communist Party, to your knowledge, raise 
funds to be utilized, in the work of the Progressive Party in its cam- 
paign, in its propaganda ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. To my knowledge in the Maryland-Washington 
area, the Communist Party did not actually raise funds, take them 
into the party treasury and then contribute them to the Progressive 
Party. However, the effect of the emphasis on the activity of the 
Progressive Party was that important Communist Party forces were 
assigned that their main work would be in the Progressive Party. 
These also were the fund raisers for the Communist Party. So they 
siphoned off funds which might have come into the Communist Party 
by soliciting them and saying “This is an important thing. We, as 
Communists, are interested in it. How about giving some money to 
the Progressive Party.” 

In that way funds were raised for the Progressive Party. In 
that way the funds, indirectly, were Communist Party funds which 
went to the Progressive Party. I will say this, that some of the con- 
tributors gave more generously to the Progressive Party than they 
would have to the Communist Party, because it was a little cleaner. 
They could go out and pat themselves on the back and in front of 
people say, “T contributed $2,000 to the P rogressive Party,” where 
they would not brag that they gave 50 cents to the Communist Party, 
because they didn’t want to broadcast that they supported the Com- 
— Party. They used that way of clearing their conscience with 

he Communist Party. 
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Mr. Arens. What was the numerical strength of the Progressive 
Party in the Baltimore-Washington area? 

Mrs. Marxwarp. I don’t recall. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Markward, the Progressive Party, of course, was 
unsuccessful, nationally, at the polls, on the basis of numerical 
strength. On the basis of your background and experience, can you 
tell the subcommittee what the Progressive arty accomplished for 
the Communist Party via its campaign ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, I think you have a very concrete example in 
the Baltimore area, by welding a group of people together, a few of 
whom were non-Communists, very shortly after the 1948 election 
we were involved in the struggle over the Ober bill, which is the Mary- 
land edition of the Smith Act, more or less. 

Mr. Arens. It is anti-Communist legislation. 

Mrs. Marxwarp. It is an anti-Communist piece of legislation. It 
makes it a crime to teach and advocate the overthrow of our Govern- 
ment by force and violence. The Progressive Party apparatus was 
used to a large extent to circulate the petitions for a referendum, to 
have the Ober law put to referendum after it had been passed. They 
were successful, it was put to referendum, but the voters upheld the 
Ober law, and it is in effect. But the Communists—it was very neces- 
sary for them to have this done, and they used this apparatus to try to 
defeat this anti-Communist piece of legislation. 

Mr. Arens. Would you say that even though the Progressive Party 
was unsuccessful from the standpoint of numerical stre ngth polled in 
the competition with the two great political parties of this country, 
that it nevertheless served the cause of the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. They definitely did, because it was a constant ref- 
erendum for the Communist thoughts to be projected to the non-Com- 
munists who were members of the Progressive Party and who would 
therefore circulate them among their contacts, sort of like a spider web, 
getting bigger and bigger, the more contacts that the people had. 

Mr. Arens. Did it serve as a sounding board for the propaganda 
line of the Communist Party ¢ 

s, Markwarp. It did. 

Mr. Arens. Did it, on the basis of your background and experience, 
serve as an intermediate organization for the recruitment of Commu- 
nists into the party? 

Mrs. Markwarp. It did, particularly in the Maryland club of the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us about that ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, I know that there were 8 to 10 Communist 
Party members, who were transferred from the District of Columbia 
clubs into the Maryland club. During the period of the 1948 elec- 
tions, and subsequently, that club grew to some over 20 members. 
I don’t know how close some + these people were to the party before 
they were actually recruited, or whether they were just far away and 
came in, or whether they were just almost Communists anyway and 
joined and came in. I don’t know how much of a job they did on these 
people, in other words, whether it was easy or whether it was hard, 
But I know that the numerical strength of that club did grow tre- 
mendously during that period. In Virginia they didn’t recruit very 
many, but the activity was not as great there. In the District of 
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Columbia, in the youth group they did a tremendous job of recruiting 
and in the Progressive Party I don’t believe there were too many of 
the really adult people who actually joined the party. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Markward, in the course of the last session of the 
Congress, legislation was passed, as you know, signed by the Presi- 
dent, which at least at the national level would preclude the Com- 
munist Party actually having candidates of their own on the ballot. 
On the basis of your background and experience, could you kindly 
tell this subcommittee what will be the technique and what is now 
the technique of the Communist Party in the political arena in order 
to procure its objectives / 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, from my past experience, I don’t know, 
but they will endeavor to get people sympathetic, either Communists 
or people over whom they have control, nominated on the tickets of the 
other parties, and then go out and use all of their energy—and the 
Communists do have a great deal of energy—and are disciplined so 
that they will expend it in door to door work and distributing leaflets 
and making radio broadcasts and soapbox speeches, and everything 
they can to see that a person sympathetic to them is elected. I know 
in the past, for instance on Vito Marcantonio, the Communists always 
had great respect for what he was doing in the Congress, and I know 
that I was in New York in 1944 when he was running for reelection, 
and the Communist Party in his area was doing nothing but passing 
out leaflets and propaganda and making efforts to see that Vito Mar- 
cantonio was elected. The Communists always said, for public con- 
sumption at least, that he himself was not a Communist Party member. 

Mr. Arens. Throughout this land we know there are these Com- 
munist fronts, such as the Mine, Mill, and Smelter Union, the 
UK, the LWO, the Civil Rights Congress, the American Committee for 
the Protection of Foreign Born, and other such organizations which 
have been repeatedly cited as Communist fronts. On the basis of your 
background and experience, could you tell this subcommittee, and via 
this subcommittee the American people, what appraisals should be 
made of candidates who are actively 9 5 penn by such organizations. 

Mrs. Markwarp. My opinion would be that if an individual of such 
statute that they could be running for public office, knew that these 
organizations he ad been cited as subversive in character, and he had 
not repudiated the subversive nature of these organizations, he would 
be placing himself in a position of accepting their votes and accepting 
their leadership in his activities in the future if he should be elected, 
and leadership, from my experience almost amounted to domination 
and control. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Markward, on the basis of your background and 
experience, would you express your views and appraisal on the extent 
to which a candidate for the Presidency of the United States or the 
Vice President of the United States should exercise caution and discre- 
tion in accepting the support of this Communist conspiracy ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. I think that a person who purports to be qualified 
for any post at a national level, and very definitely the two highest 
posts in our land, having the bac ‘kground of what amounts to proof 
before our various congressional committees and before the courts of 
the United States that these organizations are dedicated to the over- 
throw of our way of government, should not accept their support in 
obtaining the highest office in our land. 
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Mr. Arens. To what extent, has the Communist Party cause in 
America been served by people who have been used by the Com- 
munists ¢ 

Mrs. Markwarp. Well, one of the key—— 

Mr. Arens. That is, as distinguished from active, card-carrying 
Communists. 

Mrs. Markwarp. One of the key things they do, when a person of 
sufficient stature accepts these groups and support, it makes people— 
I will say President Eise nhower, because as far as I am concerned 
he is perfectly clean, there is no question of dirt on his name—say “If 
President Eisenhower acce pts the International Workers Orde ‘r to 
support him, that makes it all right for me to be a member of the 
International Workers Order so I will be supporting the President.” 

His glory would wash off on them and make it seem all right for 
them to belong to this organization which dedicated itself to support 
the highest person in the land. Of course, that works at a much 
lesser level on down. I must say that I choose President Eisenhower 
because I knew that his name could not be dirty and I am not implying 
anything about it. 

Mr. Arens. Are you saying, in effect, that any candidate for a 
public office who has great prominence gives an aura of respectability 
to the organization whose support he has accepted ? 

Mrs. Markwarp. That is what I was trying to say. I did not say 
it quite so well. 

Mr. Arens. In what respect is that damaging to the interests of 
our Nation, and contrariwise, to what extent does that serve the cause 
of the Communist Party ¢ 

Mrs. Marxwarp. It brings more people who are not interested in 
communism itself in close contact with the people who are interested 
in communism, and that is where it makes one Communist support. It 
is because the Communists are trained speakers. They are misin- 
formed but they have an awful lot of information which they are very 
willing to impart, and they sound very learned to an uneducated or 
less well-educated person, and then this less well-educated person is 
apt to parrot their ideas. They can sound pretty good sometimes, 
there are a great many people who actually don’t know what they are 
doing who are transmitting this false information throughout our 
country. It does great damage in lowering the respect of our people 
for our Government institutions, among other things, I mean, these 
are the things which are particularly used against our congressional 
committees, our courts, and in just most every other w ay. 

Senator Weiker. Does this conclude your interrogation, Counsel ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes; if you please, sir. 

Senator Wetxer. Mrs. Markward, again on behalf of the chairman, 
Mr. Jenner, the chairman of the full Committee on Internal Security, 
every member thereof, and the members of the staff, I desire to thank 
you profoundly for again volunteering your time and your efforts to 
help us in our work. ‘Thank you very much. 

Mrs. Marxwarp. Thank you, sir. 

(Whereupon, at 10:02 a. m., the committee was recessed subject to 
call.) 
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(The subcommittee met, pursuant to call, at 12:45 p. m., in room 
313, Senate Office Building, Senator Herman We Iker presiding. Pres- 
ent: Senator Welker. Present also: Richard Arens, special counsel ; 
Frank W. Schroeder and Edward Duffy, professional staff member s.) 

Senator Wetker. The meeting will come to order. 

Mr. Durry. Mr. Chairman, this is a continuation of the hearings 
on the subject matter of Communist propaganda. It is a continua- 
tion of the hearings that have been held over the course of the past 
several months. 

Senator Weiker. Call your first witness. 

Mr. Durry. The witness this afternoon is Mr. Herbert Philbrick. 

Senator WeLker. Will you raise your right hand. Do you solemnly 
swear the testimony you shall give before this committee will be the 
truth, the whole err and nothing but the truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Putericrt. I do. 


TESTIMONY OF HERBERT A. PHILBRICK, WHITE PLAINS, N. Y. 


Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and oc- 
cupation. 

Mr. Puitprick. My name is Herbert A. Philbrick. I live at 21 
Vermont Avenue, White Plains, N. Y. I am employed and am a 
member of the staff of the New York Herald Tribune in New York 
City. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now or have you ever been a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr. Puirerick. Yes, sir; I have been a member of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly relate the period of time when you were a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, the circumstances surrounding your 
membership, and the various posts which you held in the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Putiterick. I was a member of the Communist Party itself from 
1944 through 1949. For 2 years previous to that, from 1942 to 1944 
I was a member of the Young Communist League, and its successor, 
American Youth for Democracy, and for 2 years prior to that I was 
active technically as a fellow traveler with the Communist Party, a 
member of many Communist-frent organizations, 

All during the period of these 9 years, however, from 1940 to 1949 
I was also at the same time in constant touch with the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

Mr. Arens. Did you join the Communist Party at the behest of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation ¢ 

Mr. Puiterick. Yes, sir; I did. 

Mr. Arens. What were the circumstances surrounding the severance 
of your relationships with the Communist Party ¢ 

Mr. Puierick. I was pulled out of the Communist Party in April 
of 1949 by the United States Justice Department to appear on the 
witness stand as a witness for the Government against the top 11 
Communists before Judge Harold Medina in Foley Square, New York 
City. 
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Mr. Arens. And you have since that time continued to supply in- 
formation on the basis of your background and experience to the 
appropriate agencies of the Federal Government, is that correct ! 

Mr. Pumerick. Yes, sir; I have. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us, if you please, sir, the various posts that 

you held in the Communist Party, a thumbnail sketch. 
" Mr. Puipricr. Yes, sir. Over the period of the 9 years I held 
many posts in the Communist Party. Beginning with that of the 
office of Massachusetts State treasurer for American Youth for De- 
mocracy. As such, I was one of the top young Communist League 
leaders in the New England States in charge of Communist youth 
activities. Because of my employment and experience in the adver- 
tising profession, the Communist Party also gave me many assign- 
ments in the field of propaganda and Communist education. I was a 
member of the top-ranking Communist propaganda committee in the 
New England area, called the Agit-Prop Division. This division at 
that time was headed by Jack Stachel, a national leader of the Com- 
munist criminal conspiracy. 

As a member of this committee or section, it was my special assign- 
ment to work on the preparation of Communist propaganda, such as 
leaflets, flyers, circulars, petitions, letters, political propaganda, news- 
paper releases, and a vast amount of other material which was circu- 
lated not only to Communist Party members but to vast numbers of 
non-Communists throughout the New England area 

Mr. Arens. Did you hold any other posts in the Communist con- 

spiracy ¢ 

Mr. Putiprick. Yes, sir. Within the party I was a member of the 
educational division and, in fact, was the educational director for the 
Communist conspiracy in the Eighth Congressional District of Massa- 
chusetts. I served as literature director and educational director of 
many Communist Party cells. And then also served in many capaci- 
ties for the Communist Party in Communist-front organizations, such 

sAYD, the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committe, the National Con- 
ference for American-Soviet Friendship, the Citizens Political Action 
(Committee, the Progressive Citizens of America, and the Progressive 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Since the severance of your relationship with the Com- 
munist conspiracy, have you maint: ained a continuing interest and 

study of Communist techniques and activities in this Nation ? 

Mr. Puierick. Yes, sir; I have. I write a syndicated Sunday fea- 
ture column for the New York Herald Tribune called the Red Under- 
ground, which reports the current activities of the Communist crim- 
inal conspiracy in this country. 

Mr. Arens. We all know, of course, Mr. P hilbrick, that you are one 
of the authorities on the Communist conspiracy in this country, and 
for that reason the Internal Security Subcommittee is especially happy 
to welcome you today and to receive the information and appraisals 
which you can give to the subcommittee and via the subcommittee to 
the American people on this very serious subject matter which is 
under consideration by this particular task force of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee. 

With that word of background, I should like to suggest to you, if 
you please, that you proceed at your own pace, in your own way, to 
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identify the various exhibits which I see you have brought with you 
today, and to testiiy fully and completely upon the subject matter. 

Mr. Puirerick. rom ‘the very beginning, because of my career in 
the advertising field, the Communist Party bosses saw an opportunity 
to use me in their ean network. Therefore, I was given 
special training and, in fact, attended special classes concerning the 
teaching and dissemination of Marxism-Leninism-Stalinism, not only 
to Communist Party members but to non-Communist citizens as well. 
The technique of the dissemination of Communist propaganda, I dis- 
covered, was to use labels other than the Communist Party. For 
example, in my earliest experience in the Cambridge Youth Council, 
a Communist front in Cambridge, Mass., we turned out a large quan- 
tity of Communist propaganda over the name of that organization. 
We were thereby able to reach and influence some 300 to 400 non-Com- 
niunist young people in the city of Cambridge, and to influence them 
in directions favorable to the Communist criminal conspiracy. 

Later on I worked on propaganda for the Massachusetts Youth 

Council. In this organization we were able to reach several thou- 
sand non-Communist young people with very ¢flective Communist 
Party propaganda. If this same Communist material had been dis- 
tributed openly over the name of the Communist Party, naturally 
most = the young people would immediately reject it. However, 
since i t appeared over the name of an allegedly respectable youth 
organization, they would certainly give it much more time and atten- 
tion than they would otherwise. 

Mr. Arens. May I interrupt you there, Mr. Philbrick, to ask you 
could an appraisal of this propaganda be made by you from the 
standpoint of content and technique ¢ 

Mr. Pumprick. Yes. I think we have a very excellent example 
of that in the next assignment which was given to me by the Com- 
munist Party in the propaganda field, and that was the organization 
called American Youth for Democracy. I believe that the very name 
of the organization is an indication of the clever way in which the 
Communist Party will use words and phrases which they know are 
appealing to p eople of the United States as a screen to cover the real 
intent ot the organization and of its propaganda line. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly identify the American Youth for 
Democracy ¢ 

Mr. Puicerick. American Youth for Democracy was formed in 
1943 by the Communist Party to replace and supplant the Young 
Communist League. 

Mr. Arens. And it has been cited as a Communist front by Govern- 
ment agencies; has it not ? 

Mr. Puiterick. Yes, sir; it has. 

Mr. Arens. Continue, if you please. 

Mr. Pumsricx. In AYD we distributed a vast amount of Commu- 
nist propaganda, all in the name of peace, democracy, freedom, civil 
liberties, and many other very worthy phrases and objectives. How- 
ever, the entire aim of the American Youth for Democracy was to 
do everything in its power to weaken the United States, to destroy 
the confidence of the young people in the United States Government 
and authorities, and in every way to strengthen the position and 
prestige of the Soviet Union. 
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Mr. Arens: But the recipient of this propaganda, the youngster 
in the American Youth for Democracy, might not know that what he 
was reading was actually Communist propaganda; is that correct? 

Mr. Puterick. That is absolutely true. In fact, the vast majority 
of the young people in AYD had no idea that all of their top officers 
were secret members of the Communist criminal conspiracy, nor did 
they have any conception of the vast amount of work which was going 
on not at the AYD headquarters but in the headquarters of the Com- 
munist Party, where the propaganda was very skillfully prepared. 

Mr. Arens. Could you goes us an illustration of this type of propa 
eanda to whic h you hi ave be en alluding, which is ap per iulng to people 

ut which has behind the facade of appeal the objective of serving 
the interests of the Soviet Union to the detrime nt of the United Stat« 

Mr. Puiterick. There are so many examples available that it * 
difficult to know where to start. One of the most effective propaganda 
vehicles of AYD was called The Spotlight, a Magazine. The Spot- 
light magazine. The front covers of Spotlight featured such promi- 
nent individuals as Paul Rebeson and other tools of the party. The 
magazine particularly stressed the theme of world peace. However, a 
close examination of the prop: wanda line would show that the peace 
which was proposed and advocated by the magazine would be at the 
cost of American freedom es independence. 

This particular trick of using peace as a screen for Communist 
propaganda is, of course, use a right up to the present day. At that 
moment in the United States there is being dis tributed a publication 
entitled “Peace News.” It is a circular printed in Great Britain, and 
then distributed in this country each week. The entire line of the 
magazine is completely loaded in that the United States is always pic- 
tured as the aggressor, imperialist, warmongering nation, whereas the 
Soviet Union is always pictured in the light of a peace-seeking, rea- 
sonable, democratic regime rather than a dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat. 

The disturbing thing about Peace News is that, as with Spotlight 
magazine, it is distributed not over the name and under the auspices 
of the Communist Party, but is distributed under the auspices of the 
American Friends Service Committee, the Quaker organization. 

This, of course, certainly does not mean that the Quakers are Com- 
munists. In fact, it means quite the contrary. The very reason why 
this technique is valuable is because the Communists as well as every- 
one else knows that the Quaker organization and the Quakers are not 
Communists or Communist Party members, but the Quakers are 
strongly federated to peace and to pacifism and therefore particularly 
susceptible to the appeal for peace and so-called peaceful coexistence 
with the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Arens. So the technique that you have been explaining was 
for the Communist conspiracy to disseminate its propaganda through 
the conduct of an organization which had the aura of respectability ? 

Mr. Puiierick. Yes, sir ; that is entirely accurate. I was, in fact, 

stonished to learn that as a Communist propagandist, working di- 

tly under the orders and ; instructions of Communist Party leaders 
aa turning out a vast amount of propaganda material at Communist 
Party headquarters, extremely little of it, extremely little of it, bore 
the name of the Communist Party. 
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Using the mimeograph machines and printing presses of the Com- 
munist Party, and preparing the material in close Communist Party 
cell meetings, we would distribute the propaganda material over the 
name of organizations such as the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Com- 
mittee, the Civil Rights Congress, the National Society for American- 
Soviet Friendship, the American Committee for the Protection of 
Foreign Born, and of course the Progressive Party and the Progres- 
sive Citizens of America. This was supplemented and augmented by 
the infiltration of Communists into the various organizations where 
it was their duty and responsibility to see that the propaganda ma- 
terial was used to the utmost. 

Mr. Arens. Would these individual Communists, throughout the 
Nation, be required to see that the Communist propaganda line was 
disseminated through their organizations and through their publica- 
tions even though those particular organizations and publications 
vith which those Communists were allied may have been non-Com- 
munist or anti-Communist ¢ 

Mr. Pureerick. Yes, sir; that is true. This technique is covered 
in the official Communist Party manuals, under the general heading 
of transmission belts. A transmission belt is any medium, and usually 
a non-Communist organization, which can be used to carry the germs 
of Communist ideology. 

Mr. Arens. And of course this Communist ideology, as it would 
appear in a non-Communist publication, or as it would become evi- 
dent in a non-Communist organization, would not carry with it iden- 
tification of Communist, would it? 

Mr. Puicerick. No, sir; it certainly would not. 

Mr. Arens. It would only be the Communist Party line ‘ 

Mr. Putrerick. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And in response to the directives from Moscow. 

Mr. Puirrick. That is true. 

Mr. Arens. And is this technique still in existence ? 

Mr. Putierick. It certainly is. 

Mr. Arens. How extensive is it across the length and breadth of 
this land? 

Mr. Puiterick. Today it is even more extensive than it was back 
before 1949, because today the Communist criminal conspiracy is 
operating almost entirely underground, so that virtually none of its 
propaganda, except let us say in the Daily Worker, or in the Comin- 
form bulletin, appears over the Communist Party label. 

Mr. Arens. Mr Philbrick, before proceeding further, I ask you on 
the basis of your background and experience, and intensive study of 
Communist propaganda and Communist propaganda techniques in 
the United States, what is the principal objective of the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States today ¢ 

Mr. Pumerick. There is absolutely no doubt but that the chief 
means and weapon being used today by the Communist criminal con- 
spiracy to weaken the United States and to strengthen the Soviet 
Union is through political subversion. 

Mr. Arens. What do you mean by political subversion ? 

Mr. Puterick. This was made very clear at the 1954 national con- 
vention of the Communist Party held this last summer, the records 
and transcripts of which are at the present time being distributed 
and disseminated in Communist Party cells across the United States. 
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In their magazine, Political Affairs, it is eminently clear that it is 
their policy to bring political pressure to bear in the United States 
policies of immigration, in our policies toward Red China, in our 
policies for the rearming and strengthening of Germany, and so 
forth. The Communist Party line calls for the peaceful coexistence 
of capitalism and communism. It calls for the recognition of Red 
China. It calls for the dissolution of congressional committees inves- 
tigating subversive activities. It calls for the admission of Red China 
into the United Nations. And it calls for the support of candidates 
who would be subservient or tools for the Communist Party cause. 
In fact, in just this last week, some Communist candidates have 
dropped out of the field in order to strengthen and bolster the cam- 
paigns of non-Communists whom the party feels would be useful to 
them. That has happened just this week. 

Political subversion also includes the campaign to disrupt and to 
destroy all legislative attempts to deal with or to destroy the 
Communist criminal conspiracy in this country. To me _ the 
frightening thing and the almost unbelievable fact is that the 
Communists have been very successful in the entrapping and victim- 
izing many well-meaning, and I am sure loyal and patriotic American 
citizens, into the parroting, imitating, and disseminating the Com- 
munist Party line while at the same time sincerely believing that they 
are actually serving a good cause. 

As an illustration, the Communist criminal conspiracy is at this 
very moment distributing and diligently studying a pamphlet pre- 
pared by the Communist Party and written by Pettis Perry, one of 
the national board members of the Communist Party, entitled “The 
November Elections.” It is safe to say that there will be in the next 
8 or 10 weeks non-Communists and even anti-Communist Americans 
repeating and reiterating the exact sentiments and line as included in 
this Communist directive. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Philbrick, may I respectfully suggest that we 
proceed chronologically to refer and discuss the various organizations 
of the Communist Party, or organizations which were tools of the 
Communist Party, which had, as their principal objective, this 
political subversion to which you have alluded ? 

Mr. Puirerick. Yes, sir. By far and away, the most successful 
propaganda campaign of the Communist Party was achieved specifi- 
cally through political subversion. In the New England area, I 
was fortunately in a key position where I could observe the gradual 
growth of Communist Party infiltration into the American political 
life from the period of 1945 on. It was in 1945 at the district head- 
quarters of the Communist Party in Boston, Mass., that our State 
functionaries received instructions and directions for establishing and 
setting up what was called a coalition. Immediately after that I was 
assigned by Communist Party headquarters to infiltrate the citizens 
PAC, the Citizens Political Action Committee. Following orders, I 
became a member of the very first board of directors of the Citizens 
PAC of the State of Massachusetts. Later on, when the Progressive 
Citizens of America was established, many more Communists, both 
secret Communists as well as open Communist Party members, moved 
into the organization. They occupied all of the key positions in the 
Massachusetts chapter of the Progressive Citizens of America. Fi- 
nally, when the Progressive Party itself was formed in 1948, the 
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Communists were in complete control of every single move and every 
single policy made and carried out, not only by the organization but 
also by its candidates both local and national. 

Mr. Arens. Was this the forerunner of the Progressive Party? 

Mr. Pumericx. Yes. The Citizens PAC and the Progressive Citi- 
zens of America were both forerunners of the Progressive Party. 

As a matter of fact, it was within the organization of the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America that Henry Wallace and Senator Glen 
Taylor were selected and established as candidates for President and 
Vice President of the United States. 

May I invite the attention of the committee to a letter on the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of America letterhead prior to the establishment 
of the Progressive Party, which specifically names Henry Wallace, 
Senator Glen Taylor, and Senator Claude Pepper as spokesmen for 
the Progressive Citizens of America. 

Mr. Arens. Was the Progressive Citizens of America at that time 
Communist controlled ? 

Mr. Puierick. It certainly was, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And you were part and percel of the group which 
actually controlled it; is that correct ? 

Mr. Purvrrick. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the letter 
be marked “Exhibit 1” and be made part of the record. 

Senator Werker. It is so ordered.

May I further point out one other interesting 
feature of this type of political subversion, and that is that not only 
was this propaganda material read by a large number of non-Commu- 
nists, but also that it was paid for by the non-Communists. Indeed, 
one of the most important functions of the Progressive Citizens of 
America and of the Progressive Party was to raise money and to obtain 
money from non-Communists and even anti-Communists which was 
then used for Communist Party purposes. 

A great many hundreds of thousands of dollars were obtained by 
the Progressive Citizens of America and the Progressive Party and 
used by the Communist Party for the dissemination of Soviet propa- 
ganda in this country. 

At this one reception it developed that the admission cost was $25 
per person, and up, and I had to contribute $25 to attend. 

Mr. Arens. May I inquire, on a facetious vein, were you reimbursed 
by the Federal Bureau of Investigation for your contribution ? 

Mr. Puitprick. Yes, sir; I was. You may be sure that the Com- 
munists at that point had no idea that they were being supported by 
the Federal Government. 

Mr. Arens. Particularly the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
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Mr. Puterick. To further point out the money-raising feature 
of the Progressive Citizens of America, I would bring this leaflet to 
the attention of the committee. You will note that amounts up to 
$500 in single contributions were solicited. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the leaflet 
to which Mr. Philbrick has just alluded be marked “Exhibit 3” and 
be incorporated in the record.

With faith in the commonsense of the American people and conscious of the 
necessity for their full and effective participation in the processes of democracy 
by which our common purposes must be transmitted into constructive national 
policy, we have formed this organization of progressive citizens for political 
action. 

This organization bases itself on the principles on which the United States was 
founded. We are confident that every needed reform in our national life can be 
achieved through the United States Constitution and the orderly use of the ballot. 
It is our purpose, by encouraging the full and intelligent use of the ballot, to 
strive for a secure, abundant, democratic America, with equal freedom for all. 

Mr. Pmiterick. I might say that it is always, of course, one thing to 
discuss the Communist criminal conspiracy in terms of technique and 
in theory, but believe me, it is a hair-raising experience to sit in on 
meetings such as this and to see innocent victims fleeced of such vast 
amounts of money in the name of a great humanitarian cause behind 
which was operating a criminal conspiracy. 

These people, of course, would never have contributed these vast 
amounts of money for an open Communist candidate, but they would 
contribute for candidates such as Henry Wallace and Glen Taylor. 
It is therefore evident, Mr. Chairman, that even before the Progressive 
Party itself was formed, the Communist conspiracy had seized and 
established control over the Progressive Citizens of America, and over 
the candidacy of Henry Wallace and Glen Taylor. The Progressive 
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Party itself was not formed until April of 1948. However, a year 
before on April 20, 1947, we had a rally, a political rally, at the Hotel 
Bradford in Boston, Mass., with Glen Taylor as the featured speaker.

I would like to call the committee’s attention to another document 
of the Progressive Citizens of America, which was prepared at Com- 
munist Party headquarters by the Agit-Prop Division of the Com- 
munist Party. I would like to point out the exact and precise siml- 
larity between this document and the speech delivered by Glen Taylor. 
On page 3 we read, under the heading of “Greece and Turkey”

RESOLUTION ON PROGRAM 
CONVENTION, PROGRESSIVE CITIZENS OF AMERICA, MASSACHUSETTS CHAPTER 


The delegates of the Massachusetts chapter, PCA, assembled in convention 
in Boston, February 8, 1948, hereby resolve— 

That the PCA sees no hope in the present two major political parties. Both 
are united in the bipartisan foreign policy—the Truman doctrine of military 
intervention for Fascist and reactionary governments, the Marshall plan of domi- 
nation over Western Europe by United States capital, the general “get-tough- 
with-Russia” policy that leads toward war. President Truman calls for uni- 
versal military training; many Republicans support him, while others prefer to 
wait until after the elections. In domestic affairs, President Truman and the 
Democrats took the lead in antilabor legislation in 1946, while the Republicans 
came through with the T'aft-Hartley Act in 1947. President Truman’s feeble 
campaign for a Taft-Hartley veto was not supported even by his own party. In 
killing price control and letting inflation run wild, the Republicans led—but 
President Truman voluntarily lifted the last price eurbs and attacked controls 
in peacetime as police-state methods. Republicans and Democrats alike uphold 
the Un-American Committee. And President Truman took the lead in thought 
control over 2 million Federal employees. 

There is no major different between the two old parties. Neither begins to 
satisfy the people’s needs. A new party, of the workers, farmers, professionals, 
small-business men, is emerging and will win back power for the people. This 
is a party which will not just contest elections and make empty prounises before 
each November, but a political vehicle of the people which will fight all year 
round, every year, for the needs of the common man, wherever he lives or 
organizes. 

PCA is playing a major part in forming this new party. These are the prin- 
ciples we deem essential : 

Foreign policy.—We call for the building and strengthening of the United 
Nations, extending its operations to all areas of international disputes, relief, and 
rehabilitation; establishing an international police force stronger than the 
armed forces of any one nation; drastically cutting national armaments, and 
eliminating atomic, bacteriological, and other weapons of mass murder; making 
a sharp turn to active and friendly cooperation with Russia and all our other 
allies in the recent victory over fascism. 

Domestic economy.—Basically, we call, in every necessary way, for the Gov- 
ernment to become more completely the servant of the people. We demand that 
it provide constructive employment for all who are unable to find jobs through 
no fault of their own; that it guarantee adequate security against old age, unem- 
ployment, sickness and accident; that it insure provision for all, of adequate 
medical, dental, and hospital care; that it insure and assist in providing decent 
housing at rentals or sales prices all levels of citizens can pay; that it insure 
education meeting the best modern standards to all students without discrimi- 
nation. We demand the strict enforcement of antimonopoly laws; and nationali- 
zation of such basic industries to refuse to serve the public interest. 

Labor.—We demand the repeal of all laws restricting the right of labor to 
bargain collectively, strike, picket, engage in political activity, and win closed 
or union shop agreements; we demand minimum wages at least equal to the 
Department of Labor budgets for proper maintenance of a family, shorter maxi- 
mum workweeks, and higher minimum working ages. 

Civil rights —We demand that all citizens, regardless of race, creed, color, or 
political affiliation, be guaranteed by effective Federal and State enforcement 
the rights to freedom of voting, freedom of speech, freedom of assembly, freedom 
of employment (Government and private), freedom in housing and in education. 
We demand special attention, in laws and in enforcement, to the equal rights of 
Negroes, Jews, Mexican-Americans, orientals, and other minority groups. 
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Agricultural and natural resourcces.—We demand a worldwide ever-normal 
granary that will support farm commodities at least at parity prices and provide 
farm products gratis to the needy in this country and abroad ; Government financ- 
ing to aid family-type farms; rural electrification; aid to cooperatives. We ask 
that the Federal Government and regional groups of States, such as those in New 
England, take all necessary steps for flood control, soil conservation, power 
development and distribution along our interstate and international rivers, 

Tares.—We urge the rebuilding of our Federal and State and municipal taxa- 
tion systems, on the principle of ability to pay; increasing tax rates on higher 
income levels and on established corporations; exempting and decreasing tax 
rates on lower incomes and new business enterprises; eliminating all sales taxes 
and excise taxes on goods and services in common use by the majority of the 
people, 

This is a program of, by, and for the majority of the people, a program the 
people wil fight for and win through a new party of their own. 

Applying this broad program to the immediate issues of 1948, this convention 


resolves: 


FOREIGN POLICY 


The Marshall plan.—Presented as a great humanitarian venture as well as a 
“quarantine communism” program, this plan will not achieve the development 
and self-recovery of all the countries of Europe. It divides Europe into two 
camps without insuring normal trade relations such as the exchange of eastern 
food for western manufactured products. It leaves Western Europe indefinitely 
dependent on us for food. It does not propose sending sufficient capital goods to 
rebuild and make self-supporting the economies of the West. On the other hand, 
the plan will strengthen control of American business over Western Europe in 
two ways: American representatives wil police the internal economies of coun- 
tries receiving aid; American administrators will be in strategic positions to 
encourage American investment and control of key industries. Finally, at the 
heart of the plan is the rebuilding of German industry, as in the 1920's. This 
amounts, not to securing reparations from Germany, but supplying reparations to 
Germany. 

In keeping with our American tradition of extending aid to those in distress, 
we therefore propose a genuine plan for European reconstruction. Enunciated by 
Henry Wallace, this plan offers a progressive alternative to the Truman doctrine 
and the Marshall plan as applied. The Wallace plan calls for: 

(1) Establishment of a United Nations reconstruction fund, modeled after 
UNRRA, toward the reconstruction of Europe and Asia. 

(2) Contributions to this fund by the United States and other countries, 
whether grant or loan, sufficient to finance an overall 5-year plan. 

(3) Priority in allocation of funds to the vietims of Axis aggression, 

(4) Protection of the independence of the receiving nations, 

(5) No funds for military supplies or armaments. 

(6) International administration and control by the Big Four of the Ruhr, 
its resources to be made available for the reconstruction of all Europe, 
instead of toward a possible revival of German military might. 

Greece and Turkey.—We urge the immediate withdrawal of American military 
personnel, equipment, and aid from Greece and Turkey, and the reference to the 
United Nations of any situations there which threaten the peace. 

China.—We call upon our Government to support the Chinese seeking a demo- 
cratie China and the withdrawal of support from the feudal-militaristic regime 
now in power. ‘ 

Palestine.—We support every effort to organize combined United Nations mili- 
tary strength to implement partition. We oppose British and all other sabotage 
of the U. N. partition plan. We support repeal of the embargo on the sale and 
shipment of arms to Jews in Palestine until the United Nations implements 
peaceful partition. 

Displaced persons.—We propose removal of American immigration barriers 
against the admission of Nazi and Fascist victims who desire to come here, 

Spain.—We oppose admission of Fascist Spain into the United Nations. 

Latin America.—We call for the restoration of the good-neighbor policy and 
the defeat of any plans for the militarization or economic suppression of the 
countries south of us. 

Dependencies.—We call for the independence of Puerto Rico, for Hawaiian 
and Alaskan statehood, for the repeal of the Bell Trading Act, and the end of 
American domination of the Philippines. 
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Atomic energy.—We support international control of atomie energy; the use 
and development of it for peace; the scrapping of atom-bomb stockpiles; the 
outlawing of atom bombs as a weapon of war. 


DOMESTIC ECONOMY 


Universal military training.—We vigorously oppose UMT as a war measure 
and a departure from our basic American tradition. We demand drastic reduc 
tion of all military expenditures to an absolute minimum consistent with a peace 
policy. 

Inflation.—PCA has previously enunciated a program which goes to the heart 
of the monopoly problem, an unbalanced economy, and inflation. It calls for 
public ownership of the steel industry, coal mines, public utilities, and railroads. 
But to stop inflation now, we propose— 

(1) An immediate price freeze and rollback; price controls and rationing 
of cost-of-living commodities as embodied in the Taylor bill (S. 1923). 

(2) Restoration of excess-profits tax. 

(3) Restoration of purchasing power by— 

(a) A $1l-an-hour minimum wage and extension of coverage in the 
wage-hour law to all workers in industries affecting interstate com- 
merece, Similar State provisions to cover those in intrastate commerce. 

(b) A cost-of-living increase to all workers in Federal, State, city, or 
county government. 

(c) Increase of subsistence payments to student veterans to $100 a 
month for single persons, $125 for married, and $15 for each dependent. 

(7) Rejection of demands for a wage freeze, support of increases 
for American workers in coming negotiations. 

(4) Rent controls as embodied in the Celler bill (H. R. 4662). Federal 

control of commercial and professional buildings; strict State rent control 
at 1946 levels, with control over units not rented before February 1947, 
ready in case of lapse in Federal legislation; no overall rent increases by 
area-rent advisory boards. 

Housing.—Faced with the failure of private industry to provide homes for 
Americans, veterans, and other citizens, we propose the following: 

(1) Enactment of the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill in strengthened form, 
with provision for 500,000 public subsidized units each year (instead of that 
number over 4 years). 

(2) Enactment of the Taylor-Douglas emergency housing bill. 

(3) State legislation seeking municipal and private low-cost housing for 
rental and sale, with adequate State subsidies. 

(4) Community planning. 

(5) Price control of all building materials and land, with priority allo- 
eations to housing and subsidies applied to rolling back present high 
prices. 

(6) No restrictive covenants; barring of Federal and State funds or tax 
relief to housing developments practicing racial or religious discrimination. 

(7) Eneouragement of mass-production housing, development of new 
materials and methods through liberalization of RFC lending provisions. 

Labor.— In addition to the wage proposals already outlined, we support the 
efforts of the American trade-union movement to improve its economic status 
through collective bargaining. We urge the immediate repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley Act; the immediate repeal of the Slichter Act in Massachusetts and 
of the Barnes Act on union finances; we urge the defeat of proposed new 
restrictions on labor in this Commonwealth. We likewise call for the repeal of 
the 1947 Portal-to-Portal Act and for the expansion of the Fair Labor Standards 
Act. We support H. R. 4695, which seeks more adequate benefits to railroad 
workers. 

Taration.—Seeking a drastic overhauling of our tax structure, we urge the 
following immediate steps: 

(1) Exempt from national income taxes families and individuals now 
receiving less than enough income for the minimum standard budget 
(approximately $3,152 for a family of 4), as set forth by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. Increase exemptions under the State income tax to $3,500, 
plus $500 for each dependent, on earned income, Exempt individual income 
from all sources at $2,000, $3,000 for a couple. Enact a constitutional 
amendment permitting a graduated State income tax. 

(2) Revise the system of excise taxes to remove hidden sales taxes, 

(3) Reject a State sales tax. 
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(4) Increase corporate income taxes at the higher levels, with exemptions 
at the lower levels to encourage new investment. Increase the State mini- 
mum excise tax on corporations, 

(5) Restore the national excess-profits tax. 

(6) Increase State income-tax rates above exemptions to 5 percent in 
business income and wages, 6 percent on annuities, 8 percent on capital 
gains and dividends. 

Civil rights —Confronted with a mounting assault on civil rights, with loyalty 
probes, and the Un-American Activities Committee; with vague, undefined, and 
unconstitutional tests of un-Americanism in public life, educational institutions, 
the press, films, radio, and other media of communication and entertainment ; 
with proposals to outlaw political minorities and to compel registration as a 
condition of exercising constitutional rights; with racial discrimination against 
Negroes and other minorities; with the increasing power of the FBI over the 
lives of citizens and the activities of groups; with prescribed lists of organi- 
zations termed “subversive” by the Attorney General (but never dcfined) ; with 
attempted intimidation of peaceable assembly—we of the PCA propose the 
following program : 

(1) Pass the Sabath resolution to abolish the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. Defeat State bill, H. 1597, seeking to establish such a com- 
mittee in Massachusetts. 

(2) Repeal the Truman loyalty order. Revoke the power of the FBI to 
interfere with or investigation the private or political beliefs of citizens or 
the lawful activities of citizens in organizations. Defeat the Wenzler bill, 
H. 695, which would prohibit State employment to anyone considered “‘sub- 
versive,” and the Barnes and Wenzler bills (H. 220 and H. 704), similarly 
affecting employment in schools and colleges, 

(3) Reject and defeat proposals to outlaw minority political groups or to 
restrict the free speech, press, and assembly by registration or other require- 
ment. Defeat H. 783, H. 159, and H. 694, which prohibit political activity 
by anyone considered “subversive.” 

(4) Enact the Federal antilynch law; the Federal anti-poll-tax bill; the 
Federal FEPC bill, this to include all workers in Government contracts or 
subcontracts. 

(5) Bar Federal aid to States, municipalities, or institutions practicing 
discrimination or segregation; prohibit racial and religious quotas and dis- 
crimination in educational institutions. 

(6) Protect, through Federal Government agents, the voting rights of al] 
citizens, especially at election time. 

(7) Lower the voting age to 18. 

(S) Establish universal suffrage for the District of Columbia and outlaw 
all discriminatory practices in the Nation’s Capital. 

(9) Bar federally and locally all restrictive covenants based on race, 
color, creed, or national origin. 

(10) Abolish all discriminatory practices in Government service, military 
or otherwise, 

(11) Remove federally and locally social, economic, and legal inequalities 
based on sex. 

(12) Increase protection of American Indians—land, living standards, 
health, 

(13) Remove immigration barriers or restrictions on passports or visas 
based on race, color, creed, or nationality. 

(14) Establish due process in hearings before congressional committees 
and allow the right of cross-examination and confrontation of witnesses, 

(15) Liberalize State requirements for facilitating the placing of inde- 
pendent candidates on the ballot (H. 405 and H. 1233). 

(16) Establish Election Day as a legal holiday. 

{griculture.—For the protection of millions of small farmers and agricultural 
workers, we urge the following program: 

(1) Defense of genuine farmer producer and consumer cooperatives, 

(2) Support of the family type farm through adequate federally sup- 
ported credit and financing for purchase and/or operational expense; ex- 
panded rural programs of housing, education, and health services. 

(3) Increase Federal appropriations for rural electrication, soil conserva- 
tion, and reclamation. 

(4) Development of river-valley authorities—on the successful TVA pat- 
tern—inciuding the Missouri Valley Authority, the Columbia and California 
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Central Valley projects, the St. Lawrence seaway, and others; extend public- 
power programs, 

(5) Extension of Federal guaranties of rights of collective bargaining, 
minimum wages, social security, and all other social legislation to agricul- 
tural workers. 

(6) Support of a comprehensive reforestation program, insuring a sub- 
stantial yield and preventing the continued erosion of our soil. 

(7) Full utilization of domestic farm labor supply prior to public or private 
importation of foreign agricultural workers. 

(8) American participation in a world effort to fight hunger through an 
ever normal granary under which agricultural producers and consumers 
would be guaranteed parity prices and foods shipped from surplus to deficit 
areas, 

(9) Abolition of discriminatory freight rates. 


Social welfare-——There is a vital need for an enlarged program, 
financed by the Federal Government, to meet the health, the educa- 
tion, the general security, and the cultural requirements of the 
American people. This includes— 


(1) A nationwide health-insurance program, not the Taft charity bill; 
extension of the school-health program and an increase in the number 
of doctors, nurses, and hospitals in rural areas. 

(2) A generous school hot-lunch program through the Department of 
Agriculture with funds provided for the expansion of existing school 
lunchroom facilities and service personnel. 

(3) An integrated Federal system of social insurance, providing un- 
employment insurance at adequate level with dependent benefits, primary 
old-age benefits of $100 a month without a means test, and full medical 
care; abolition of the present contributory system, the entire social-security 
program to be financed out of the general revenue. 

(4) Extension of social security to include domestic and farm workers 
and self-employed persons, and Federal, State, county, and municipal 
employees. 

(5) Creation of a national science foundation for the encouragement of 
scientific research and training especially for productive use; extension of 
the atomic energy program for peacetime in medicine and industry. 

(6) Federal and State child-labor laws establishing the age of 16 as a 
minimum working age. 

(7) Establishment of an executive Department of Social Welfare. 

(8) Federal aid to the arts, including grants for the establishment of a 
national theater, and scholarships for students in the fine arts. 

(9) Federal legislation for the establishment and support of child-care 
centers and nursery schools for the benefit of all children, the reenact- 
ment of a Government-subsidized maternity act similar to the wartime 
emergency maternity act, and the extension of Federal aid to dependent 
children to include allowances for all children in low-income families. 

Such is our program. It stems from the very heart of the people’s 
needs.

to freedom of voting, freedom of speech, freedom of assembly, freedom of 
employment, Government and private, freedom in housing and in education. 


This means, of course, by regardless of political affiliation or creed, 
regardless of Communist Party affiliation, and states, therefore that 


Communists should be guaranteed employment in Government, in 


schools, in colleges, and so forth. If this platform had been openly 


revealed as Communist, most people would have rejected it. How- 
ever, since it was backed, supported, and sponsored by Henry Wallace 
and Glen Taylor, unfortunately a great many Americans were influ- 
enced in directions very favorable to the Communist criminal 
conspiracy. 

Then again, under the heading of “Civil Rights,” we find a com- 
plete and outright attack against all legislative and congressional 
attempts to combat the Communist criminal conspiracy. The section 
reads: 


Confronted with a mounting assault on civil rights with loyalty probes and

and other minorities, with the increasing power of the FBI over the lives of 
citizens, and the activities of groups, with prescribed lists of organizations 
termed “subversive” by the Attorney General but never defined, with attempted 
intimidations of peaceful assembly, we of the Progressive Citizens of America 
propose the following program: Repeal the Truman loyalty order, revoke the 
power of the FBI to interfere with or to investigate the private or political 
I 


wliefs of citizens, 
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Of course it goes without saying where we would be today if the 
FBI was prevented from investigating or interfering with the activi- 
ties of the Soviet espionage agents in this country. 

Mr. Chairman, I would like now to call to the attention of the 
committee two news releases sent to the press covering the founding 
convention of the Progressive Party of Massachusetts at the Hotel 
Bradford, Boston, April 4, 1948.

More than 2,500 delegates from all congressional districts in the State over- 
flowed the main ballroom in the Hotel Bradford in Boston today at a meeting 
to form the Progressive Party of Massachusetts to back the Wallace-Taylor ticket 
in the 1948 presidential elections, 

Large numbers of persons who were not accredited delegates were barred from 





the ballroom for lack of space, and many left for home to hear the Wallace ad- 
dress by radio, portable radios were pressed into service in the hotel lobby and 
corridors 

A spokesm an explained ths a “delegate” was any person who had obtained 


10 or more signatures of registered voters from his district approving him as a 
delegate, or any person who ¢ ould show proper credentials as representing a labor 
union or other organization, 

In the morning session, a wildly cheering assembly voted to form the Progres- 
sive Party of Massachusetts immediately after a stirring address by Albert J. 
Fitzgerald, general president of United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers 
Union CIO, cochairman of the national Wallace committee and chairman of 
the National Labor for Wallace Committee.

I believe again, sir, in fairness to the innocent 
victims who attended and sponsored and supported the Progressive

Mr. Puiverick. I might add this, Mr. Chairman, that it was indeed 
shocking in the extreme to learn how completely not only the organi- 
zation but the candidates were controlled by the Communist criminal 
conspiracy. 

Mr. Arens. Can you illustrate that? 

Mr. Puivericx. There are many examples, but there is one which 
sticks out particularly in my mind. During the presidential cam- 
paign, we had Henry Wallace in Boston to speak at the Boston Garden, 
the largest public hall in New England, and his speech was also broad- 
cast over a nationwide, coast-to-coast radio hookup. A few days be- 
fore Mr. Wallace was to arrive in Boston, a transcript of his speech 
arrived at Progressive Party headquarters, It was my function as a 
member of the publicity committee of the Progressive Party, to mimeo- 
graph the copies of the speech and to distribute the copies to the press 
in the New England area. However, the Communist Party members 


at the Progressive Party headquarters decided that the speech, as 
submitted by Henry Wallace, was most unsatisfactory from a Com- 
munist point of view. 

There were certain concessions to capitalism and big business, and 
there were other points which were out of line with the Communist 
It was therefore decided that before I could mimeo- 
eral h the « opies of the speech. it would have to be revised. 


Party pol Icy. 
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Mr. Chairman, it was one of the most shocking experiences of my 
9 years, to sit in with the Communist Party members and work with 
them and watch them rewrite the speech ‘of Henry Wallace. The 
speech as rewritten by the Communists was mimeographed, was dis- 
tributed to the press, and then was delivered verbatim as prepared 
by the Communist Party by Henry Wallace over the coast-to-coast 
radio hookup. I think this is just one indication of how completely 
and utterly the candidates were used by the Communist criminal 
conspiracy. 

Mr. Arens. How many votes did the Progressive Party vote as a 
captive of the Communist Party ¢ 

Mr. Pumsrick. The Progressive Party polled, as I recall, approxi- 
mately 1 million votes across the country. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Philbrick, in view of the relatively small numerical 
strength of the Progressive Party in comparison with the major 
political parties, how would you appraise the impact of the Progres- 
sive Party on the American scene in the service of the cause of the 
Communist conspiracy 

Mr. Puierick. Sir, I believe there is no question but that the 
impact of the Progressive Party on the political atmosphere in the 
United States was terrific, and in proportion far beyond the bounds 
of the very small number of Communists in the country. I think we 
have to bear in mind that even at the peak of the Communist Party 
membership in the United States, we had only about 100,000 members. 
Yet through this campaign, nearly a million people voted in effect 
and in fact for the Communist Party platform. 

I believe that in the past many Americans have unfortunately un- 
derestimated the cleverness as well as the viciousness of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy. I think now more and more people are coming to 
realize that the Communist is an expert in the many devious ways. 
He is certainly an expert in the technique of de yroloping and using 
the transmission belt system of spreading Communist Party influence. 
Certainly he is extremely clever in the technique of using innocent vic- 
tims as tools for the Soviet Union. I believe that the record of the 
Progressive Party is a prime example of the nature of the enemy 
which we face. 

Senator Weiker. On behalf of Chairman Jenner of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee, and the acting chairman of this task force, 
centering its attention on Communist propaganda, and on behalf of 
all the members of the staff, we sincerely thank you for your appear- 
ance here today in offering your profound comments, Mr. Philbrick.
